REJECTIONS WITHDRAWN 

1 . There are no rejections withdrawn.

2. All of the rejections maintained in the non-final rejection of 2/15/06, pages 2-3, 
paragraph 3 are repeated for the reasons of record. 

NEW REJECTIONS

ANSWERS TO APPLICANTS ARGUMENTS 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 5/15/06 have been carefully considered but are 
deemed unpersuasive. 

Applicant has requested an affidavit from the examiner attesting to personal 
knowledge. However, the examiner has never taken "Official Notice" nor stated that 
personal knowledge has been relied upon. Therefore, an affidavit at this juncture is 
irrelevant The Fischer reference discloses acrylic containing rubber and Lewis 
discloses an acrylic containing rubber (column 2, lines 14-30). Note that applicant does 
not define a structure in the claims for the claimed acrylic rubber. The Lewis reference 
is merely relied upon to show that lower mooney viscosities are well known and obvious 
for acrylic containing rubbers in order to provide easier processing. Nowhere has the 
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examiner asserted that the Fischer and Lewis acrylic containing rubbers are structurally 
equivalent. Furthermore, there is no disclosure or statement in Fischer that forbids 
lower mooney viscosities. In fact, the Lewis mooney viscosity of 20-120 encompases 
the mooney viscosity of 65-1 1 0 disclosed by Fischer.
